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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 
121: 

I. Claims 1-73, drawn to hybrid blade turbine, classified in class 290, 
subclass 55. 

II. Claims 74-89, drawn to method of achieving maximized wind 
harvesting, classified in class 416, subclass 1. 

III. Claims 90-1 14, drawn to method of overcoming blade profile 
differentiation, classified in class 415, subclass 4.5. 

IV. Claims 115-131, drawn to method of maximizing wind energy, 
classified in class 416, subclass 7. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has 
separate utility such as harvesting wind by having vane segments with a fixed edge 
and free edge and overlapping the two edges. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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3. Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III 
has separate utility such as overcoming blade differentiation by using a permanent 
magnet alternator, a dc generator a driven air motor and separating the distances 
between the vane segments. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Inventions I and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention IV 
has separate utility such as maximizing wind energy by adapting the blades to 
function in low wind speed to start the rotation of the blades and having flexible 
vanes. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III 
has separate utility such as emphasizing on overcoming blade profile 
differentiation by providing air valves on the vanes to reduce air drag. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(d). 
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6. Inventions II and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination.

8. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper and because these 
inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper and because these inventions are 
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distinct for the reasons given above and the search required for Group I is not 
required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper 
and because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group III is not required for Group IV, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

9. A telephone call was made to Mr. Richard Hoffman on 03/08/05 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an 
election being made.
